All of claims 12 through 20 
depend either directly or indirectly from claim 11, including claims 19 and 20. For the sake of 
efficiency for both the Patent Office and the applicants, applicants respectfully request that the 
restriction requirement be withdrawn. 
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Based on the above election and traverse, applicants respectfully request an Office Action 
on the merits of this application.
